Says Council Meeting Set 
for Monday Will Not 
Be Postponed, U. S. 
Delegation Will Press 
for Action on Iran.

WASHINGTON, March 21 
President Trumam announcing 
bluntly at a press conference to- 
day that the scheduled meeting of 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil in New York Monday will not 
be postponed, personally put the 
United States Government in sup- 
port of Iran’s petition for United 
Nations adjudication of its dispute 
with Soviet Russia. 

Russia, in a surprise move late 
yesterday, asked that the Council 
meeting be postponed until April 
10 because direct negotiations 
were still going on with the Iran- 
fan Government regarding Soviet 
troops still on Iranian soil. Rus- 


sian Ambassador Andrei Gromyko, 
in a letter to U.N.O. Secretary 
General Trygve Lie, said that his 
Government was “not prepared 
now to take part in the discussion 
of the question raised by the 
Iranian Government.” 


The. President told reporters 
that the American delegation to 
the Council meeting would press 
for action on the Iranian dispute. 
Edward R. Stettinius Jr., Ameri- 
can representative on the Council, 
formally asked yesterday that the 
dispute be put at the head of the 
agenda of the Security Council. 

On Big 3 Meeting. 

The President said that there 
were no present plans for a Big 
Three meeting: of himself, Prime 
Minister Attlee and Premier 
Stalin. He asserted that the 
U.N.O. was supposd to take over 
questions formerly discussed by 
the Big Three and that it must 
live up to its responsibility if 
there was to be peace in the 
world. He udded that he would be 
giad to see any member of the 
Big Three at any time. 

T’e latest proposal for a Big 
Three meeting was made yester- 
day. by Senator Claude Pepper 
{Dem.), Florida, in a lengthy 
speech in the Senate. The Presi- 
dent said that he had no comment 
on Pepper’s speech. 

The President would not discuss 
what would happen Monday in 
New York if the Russians persist 
in their plea for postponement. 
He advised his questioner to go to 
New York and see for himself. 

- Russian Courses. 

In the view of Washington ex- 
perts on U.N.O. procedure, Rus- 
sia has several possible ways 
open. It can: (1) reverse itself 
and be prepared to discuss the 
Iranian question; (2) stay away 
from the meeting or its represen- 
tative can say that he has no in- 
structions to proceed; (3) let Iran 
present its case without an an- 
swer, or (4) make an aggressive 
verbal attack on Iran, and per-

SUBMIT RAT CONTROL PLAN 


Program Presented to 


Mayor Calls for Broad 


Clean-Up Ordinance, Increase in Health 
Division Funds. 


A rat control program described 
as the most comprehensive plan 
ever proposed for a municipality 
of more than 500,000 residents was 
submitted late yesterday to Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann by the State 
Board of Health and the United 
States Public Health Service. 


Enactment of a broad rat con- 
trol ordinance and increased ap- 
propriations for the Health Divi- 
sion are chief points of the pro- 
gram, which was included in a 
report by the two health services 
after a study and investigation 
made at the request of the city’s 
health commissioner, Dr. J. F. 

As the ordinance 
would: 

Require that all existing build- 
ings used for business purposes 
be freed of rats and maintained 
in a rat-free condition. 

Require that all garbage and 
other waste materials upon 
which rats may feed shall be 
stored in containers that are 
inaccessible to rats until col- 
lected by the city. 

Within five years after the 
passage of this ordinance, pro- 


proposed, 


hibit the raising of poultry, 
rabbits and other domestic stock 
within the city limits. 

Require that rubbish and oth- 
er materials, both inside and ex- 
terior of buildings, shall be re- 
moved or stored so that it will 
not provide harborage for rats. 

Require elimination of interior 
harborage of business buildings 
when such harborage will pre- 
vent freeing the premises of 
rats in a reasonable time. 


Grant authority to the health 
officer, or his representative, to 
inspect business premises at any 
time. Hold anyone, who makes 
openings in the foundation or 
walls of a building, responsible 
for closure of all openings so 
that rats cannot gain entrance 
to the premises. 

Require that all new build- 
ings, or alterations and addi- 
tions to existing buildings, shall 
be rendered ratproof in accord- 
ance with this ordinance, 

Payment in advance for rat 
stoppage and rat elimination. 

Provide penalties for non- 
compliance.

Liquor Board Decides Adjacent

NEW YORK, March 21 (AP)— 
The United Nations Organization's 
latest legal puzzle resolved itself 
today. The question was whether 
the installation of a bar at the 
U.N.O.’s headquarters at Hunter 
College in the Bronx would violate 
the state liquor law prohiibting a 
bar within 200 feet of a school. 

An investigation by the director 
of the New York City alcoholic 
beverage control board showed 
that the two schools—one for girls 
—nearest Hunter were well out- 
side the 200-foot limit and would 
provide no barriers for refresh- 
ments for delegates to the Security 
Council.

CHANGE IN POLICY 


Izvestia Says Continued 
‘Reactionary Course 


May Lead to Sharpen- 
ing of Situation.

MO W, March 21 (AP)—The 
Soviet government newspaper 
Izvestia declared today that “it is 
perfectly obvious that continuance 
of the policy of reactionary circles 
in Iran may lead only to further 
sharpening of the situation in the 
country.” 

“Among Iranian political leaders 
there are not a few persons who 
acknowledge the necessity for 
changes in foreign and internal 
policy,” Izvestia added, ‘These 
changes have really ripened and 
are directed by the interests of 
the Iranian people.” 

Izvestia’s observation was made 
at the end of a long article re- 
viewing the situation in Iran be- 
ginning with August 1941, when 
Soviet troops moved into the 
northern part of the country. 

This action, the article said, was 
taken to combat German infiltra- 
tion in accordance with a Russian- 
Iranian treaty of 1921. It added 
that the treaty granted the Soviet 
Union the right to move troops 
into the country for self-defense if 
Iran “should be turned into a base 
for a military attack on the Soviet 
Union.” 

Izvestia charged that Iran’s for- 
eign policy under the former 
Shah, Reza Pahlavi, was “oriented 
by elements hostile to the Soviet 
Union.” 

Izvestia then told how Soviet 
forces moved into Iran on Aug. 
25, 1941, some months before the 
conclusion of the Soviet-British- 
Iranian treaty. The article said 
that Britain also moved troops in, 
basing their presence on the for- 
mal agreement signed later. The 
Shah was compelled to abdicate. 

Izvestia attacked what it called 
reaction in Iran, saying there was 
a lack of cultural and social re- 
forms and failure to settle the 
question of national minorities, 
agrarian reform and new labor 
laws. There was great agitation 
for these, it said, and Azerbaijan 
province finally determined its own 
course by proclaiming itself au- 
tonomous,

The Stimson story continued: 

“He suggested tha’ there were 
three alternatives, as my notes 
show: First, to do nothing; sec- 
ond, to make something in the 
nature of an ultimatum, stating 
a point beyond which he would 
fight; or, third, to fight at once. 

“T said that I felt that to do 
nothing was out of the question 
and the President agreed with 
me. As to the other two alterna- 
tives, the desirable thing to do 
from the point of view of our 
own tactics and safety was to 
take the initiative and attack 
without further warning. It is 
axiomatic that the best defense 
is offensive. It is always dan- 
gerous to wait and let the ene- 
my make the first move, 

“I was inclined to feel that 
the warning given in August by 
the President against further 
moves by the Japanese toward 
Thailand justified an attack 
without further warning, par- 
ticularly as their new movement 
southward indicated that they 
were about to violate that warn- 
ing. 

“On the other hand, I realized 
that the situation could be made 
more clean cut from the point 
of view of public opinion if a 
further warning were given.” 

Japan Warned in August, 

(In its hearings, closed a month 
ago, the committee learned from 
State Department records that 
/President Roosevelt warned the 
Japanese Ambassador in August, 
1941, that the United State would 
take steps to defend its interests 
if Japan engaged in further ag- 
gression toward southeast Asia.) 

At noon on that same Friday, 
Stimson said, the so-called “war 
cabinet” met. In addition to Stim- 
son its members were Secretary of 
State Hull, Secretary of the Navy 
Knox, Adm. Harold R. Stark, 
Chief of Naval Operations, and 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff. ’ 

Stimson said this meeting dis- 
cussed the possible meaning of 
the Japanese move—possibly an 
attack on the Philippines, on 
Thailand, the Dutch East Indies, 


Singapore, or Rangoon. 

“The possibility of an attack 
on Pearl Harbor was not dis- 
cussed ...,” he said. 

Stimson went on to say that all 
agreed the Japanese expedition 
must not be allowed to land in 
the Gulf of Siam, “that if the 
Japanese got into the Isthmus of 
Kra, the British would fight; and, 
if the British fought, we would 
have to fight.” 

Form of Warning Discussed. 

“We decided, therefore, that 
we could not just sit still and’ 
do nothing,” he continued. “On 
the other hand, we also decided 
that we could not attack with- 
out a further warning to Japan, 
and we discussed what form the 
warning should take. The Pres- 
ident suggested a special tele-

Vardaman Hears Bittner's Accusations 


UERING DENIES 
HE ANEW OF NAZ| 
CAMP SLAUGHTER 


Puts Blame for Killings 
on Himmler Who, He 
Says, Didn’t Give Full 
Report Even to Hitler. 


NUVERNBERG, March 21 (AP) 
—- Hermann Goering swore today 
that he knew nothing of German 
concentration camp slaughters. 

“Even Hitler didn’t know ap- 
proximately what went on because 
(Heinrich) Himmler always kept 
these things extremely gecret,” the 
leading defendant of 21 Nazis on 
trial for war crimes told the in- 
ternational military tribunal. 

Goering, still sharp in his sev- 
ent day on the stand, was em- 
phatic as he sought to place the 


blame for camp horrors on the 
Gestapo chief, who committed 
suicide after capture. 


Objects to Term “Friend.” 


“You mean to say that even 
when the kreisleiters were in- 
formed of the concentration 
camps that you, as second man of 
the Reich, didn't know?” asked 
British Prosecutor Sir David 
Maxwell Fyfe. “Didn't your friend 
Himmler inform you?” 

Goering bristled and answered: 
“That is true. These things were 
kept from me. And I object to 
your designating Himmler as my 
friend.” 

Fyfe attacked Goering’s profes- 
sion of ignorance by introducing a 
secret document, an order issued 
to kreisleiters of Hesse-Nassau 
Feb. 10, 1945, directing them to de- 
stroy at all costs “installations 
and records of concentration 
camps.” 

Civilians Ordered Executed 


The order also directed the 
shooting or hanging of German 
civilians who fled before Allied 
armies. It specified that Nazi 
party members were “to keep 
back from the front up to the last 
minute” so they would survive to 
“form the foundation stone of a 
greater Germany.” 

Goering repeated he had no 
prior knowledge of Hitler’s order 
to execute 50 Royal Air Force of- 
ficers for escaping from a prison 
camp in March 1944, and had no 
power to prevent the executions. 

(The United Press said Goering 
told the court Hitler coveted the 
Crimea and the Baltic states of 
Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia in 
the buildup of his “greater Ger- 
many.” He denied, however, 
charges by R, A. Rudenko, Rus- 
sian prosecutor, that plans for 
their annexation were made be- 
fore the war. 

(Under questioning by Ruden- 
ko, Goering said: “I did not want 
a share of the bear skin before 
the bear was shot.” “That did 
not happen, luckily,” Rudenko 
snapped. “For you,” Goering came 


back.)

OPA RELAXES REGULATION 
TO INCREASE SHIRT SUPPLY 


Order Allows Factories to Make 
Larger Proportion of Ex- 
pensive Lines. 
WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
—The Office of Price Administra- 
tion further relaxed its price reg- 
ulations today in a move to ease 
the shortage of men’s shirts. It 
also liberalized price provisions 
covering shorts, pajamas, . ties, 
gloves, girdles, corsets and wom- 
en’s and girls’ play'‘suits and sun 

suits. 

The revised order does not 
change existing price ceilings, but 
allows manufacturers to produce 
a larger proportion of more ex- 
pensive lines. On shirts, OPA 
said, this is being done because 
manufacturers are having diffi- 
culty obtaining low-priced cotton 
fabrics, 

Under. the revised order, OPA 
said, producers will be able to 
make full use of manufacturing 
facilities for carded cotton shirts 
to sell at retail for up to $1.95, 
and for combed cotton shirts to 
sell up to $3. 


ARMY REVISES MENUS T0 AID 
IN FOOD CONSERVATION PLAN 


Mess Cooks Ordered to Prepare 
Smaller Portions; Amounts of 
Reductions Specified. 
WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
—In line with President Truman’s 
food conservation plan to help 
feed a hungry world, the Army is 

tightening its belt. 

The Quartermaster Corps has 
revised its master menus to cut by 
six and one half pounds for each 
vegetable the amounts. of canned 
asparagus, beans, spinach and to- 
matoes served to 100 men. 

Mess cooks in preparing meals 
for 100 men also will fix only 
10 pounds of beets instead of 15; 
20 pounds of cabbage instead of 25 
and 65 pounds of potatoes instead 
of 75. 

Bread has been aut from 15 
pounds to 12 for each 100 men at 
each meal. There are also smaller 
portions of breakfast foods.

The suit, for $2804, had been 
filed in the St. Louis circuit 
court. Judge Moore at that time 
was in charge of the affairs of 
the old Vardaman Shoe Co., be- 
cause it was in bankruptcy. Bitt- 
ner said he was told of the Fed- 
eral judge's attitude by William R. 
Gentry, St. Louis attorney and 
trustee for the shoe firm, 

Denial by Gentry. 

Gentry denied either that he 
told this to Bittner or that it was 
true.

Army Rocket Rises 431-2 Miles 


To Get Information on Weather

PASADENA, Cal, March 21 
(AP)—A new ionosphere rocket, 
developed by California Institute 
of Technology, has soared 43% 
miles into space in quest of 
weather secrets. 

The Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment disclosed today that the 
rocket, weighing 1000 pounds, 16 
feet long and 12 inches in diame- 
ter, has been. turned over to the 
Signal Corps. Its job will be to 
speed into the sub-stratosphere, 
record temperatures and release 
the data by parachute. 

Army authorities disclosed that 


in a recent test at the White | 


Sands proving grounds at Las 
Cruces, N. M., the giant man- 
made meteor set a new American 
altitude record, 230,000 feet. That 
is 43% miles. The test was under 
the direction of Lt. Col. Harold 
R. Turner. 

A parachute attachment brings 
the device back to earth. Its 
record height exceeds by 100,000 
feet the best achieved by the Sig- 
nal Corps’ weather balloons. Cost

‘mittee. He said he was inclined 
to think the photostatic copies of 
the affidavits purportedly signed 
by Reyburn and de Coster were 
copies made of unsigned carbon 
copies of the originals, and that 
the signatures had been written

McFarland, warning Reyburn 
that what he was about to ask 
him to do might be used against 
him, requested that Reyburn write 
his signature 10 times. Slowly, as 
the spectators leaned forward in 
utter silence, Reyburn wrote the 
signature, on a scratch pad which 
was before him. He handed it 
up to McFarland. 

Asked if he had any objection 
to examination of the signatures 
by handwriting experts, Reyburn 
said he had none. 

The affidavit which Reyburn 
said he had signed, though he 
denied that he had sworn to it, 
contained the statement that 
Vardaman had told him, in rela- 
tion to an inventory taken Nov. 
30, 1941, that it was “necessary 
for the company’s operations for 
1941 to show a profit.” 

Tells of “Pressure.” 

Reyburn testified that he had 
signed “a document” on or about 
Jan. 30, 1942, in the office of 
Frank E. Williams, Bittner’s at- 
torney, and that he did so after 
he was threatened and brow- 
beaten by Bittner and Williams 
for two hours. 

“Williams got so excited he fell 
over the wastebasket,” Reyburn 
said. 

“Were threats used, and if so, 
what were they?” Reyburn was 
asked. 

“They were,” Reyburn replied. 
“It’s hard to say just what. Every- 
one was excited. I was glad to 
Sign the thing and get out of 
there. It would burn a man up, 
the pressure they put on me.” 

The purpose of the “pressure,” 
Reyburn said in reply to another 
question, was to get him to sign 
an affidavit which could be used 
by Bittner for the purpose of get- 
ting his money back from Varda- 
man. After this purpose was ac- 
complished, he said, he was sup- 
posed to get the affidavit back. 
He said he did not get it, however. 

He said that, as he recalled it, 
a stenographer typed the affidavit 
as he, Bittner and Williams talked, 
and that he did not read it over 
before signing it. He added that, 
if the photostatic copy shown to 
him by Senator Donnell was a 
true copy of the original affidavit 
nome of the statements in it were 
not correct.

_ Acknowledged Affidavit. 
The handwritten affidavit, on 
stationery of the Vardaman Shoe 
Co. and bearing a signature which 
Reyburn acknowledged was his 
own, follows: 

“January 27th, 1942 

“I, Sam Reyburn, of lawful 
age, being duly sworn on my 
oath depose and state: 


“That I am the Superintendent 
in charge of the factory of the 
Vardaman Shoe Company, at 
Owensville, Mo., and that at 
the request of James K. Varda- 
man Jr., the company’s presi- 
dent, I supervised the takirfg of 
an inventory of all personal 
property of the company at said 
plant on November 29th and 
30th, 1941. That I sent said 
inventory sheets to the office at 
St. Louis. 


“I talked to Mr. Vardaman on 
or about December 5th, 1941, at 
the office of the company at St. 
Louls, Mo., during which con- 
versation he told me that it was 
necessary that the company’s 
operations for the year 1941 
show a profit. I further state 
that Mr. Vardaman knew the 
financial condition of the com- 
pany on said date and was fa- 
miliar with the figures as shown 
by the inventory prepared on 
Nov. 29th & 30th, 1941. 

“(Signed) SAM REYBURN.”

Flash Bulbs Fiare. 


While Reyburn was charging 
forgery of his name to one of 
the affidavits produced by Bittner, 
Bittner sat toward the rear of 
the committee room, leaning back 
in a chair and beaming happily, 
As the photographers rushed from 
Reyburn to Bittner and their 
flashlight bulbs flared, Bittner 
rocked slowly back and forth, 
wearing his most jovial expres- 
sion. 

Reyburn was unmoved. For 
most part he spoke with the flat 
inflection one might use in read- 
ing a telephone directory. 

Donnell’s request for subpenas 
for Williams, and the notary pub- 
lic was left hanging by the com- 
mittee. McFarland explained that 
as acting-chairman he did not 
want to assume responsibility for 
issuing them. Only McFarland 
and Senator E. D. Millikin (Rep.), 
Colorado, of the five committee 
members, attended this afterrioon’s 
session, which proved to be the 
highlight of the proceedings so 
far. 

Of the Jan. 27 affidavit, which 
he acknowledged, Reyburn said it 
was drawn up following a discus- 
sion in the offices of the Varda- 
man Shoe Co. at which those 
present included, among others, 
Kappel, Bittner and de Coster. 
He left the room after the 
conservation and while the affii- 
davit was being drawn up, he said. 
For that reason, he added, he 
could not say who wrote the body 
of the affidavit. 

“Bittner wanted it,” he said, 
when asked to tell the circum- 
stances of its preparation. “He 
was anxious to get information 
that would help him collect a debt 
between him and Vardaman over 
some stock transactions.” 

Bittner has testified that a 
month before the failure of the 
Vardaman Company in February, 
1942, he paid Vardaman $9375 for 
9375 shares of the company’s 
stock. Later, he said, Vardaman 
gave him a mortgage on his St. 
Louis county farm to secure a 
note for $5375, and the note was 
later settled on payment by Var- 
daman of $3500. When the mort- 
gage note was given to him, Bitt- 
ner, the committee has heard, 
originals of the affidavits now in 
possession of the committee were 
burned. What the committee has 
are phostatic copies. 

As to Signing Paper. 

Reyburn said, after Donnell had 
read to him the handwritten state- 
ment he admitted signing but not 
bi gg that he was “afraid I 
sign something without thor- 
oughly reading it.” He would not 
be in any position to know, he 
asserted, if some of the informa- 
tion contained in it was correct. 


Although he acknowledged his 
signature on the Jan. 27 affidavit, 
Reyburn maintained that he had 
not read it “thoroughly” before 
signing it, and said he would not 
know, of his own information, 
some of the facts set out in it. 


Furthermore, he said, if he had 
talked with Vardaman on Dec. 5, 
when Vardaman was said to have 
told him “It was necessary that 
the company’s operations for 1941 
show a profit,” that conversation 
could not have related to the Nov. 
30 inventory, which, admittedly, 
was padded. The question at is- 
sue is who padded it, and why. 
Reyburn insisted that, although 
the inventory was taken Nov. 30, 
it would be 10 to 15 days before 
the results of the inventory could 
have been known. 


“Mr. Vardaman at no time ever 
talked to me about the inventory,” 
Reyburn testified. 


“Did he ever tell you it was 
necessary to show a profit?” Don- 
nell persisted, basing his questions 
on the statements contained in 
the affidavit Reyburn acknowl- 
edged, . 


“No, sir,” was the answer. 

In fact, Reyburn said, he wasn’t 
sure he had even talked with 
Vardaman in the month of De- 
cember, 1941, and if he did it was 
just to “bid him the time of the 
day.” 

“Oh, yes,” said Reyburn, when. 
he was asked if there “had not 
been some trouble about the in- 
ventory.” Just what the trouble 
was, was not immediately brought 
out. 


Reyburn conceded that as fac- 
tory superintendent for the Varda- 
man firm he supervised the tak- 
ing of the inventory, but said his 
supervision consisted to telling the 
foremen to do the job. He thought 
there were eight foremen, but 
when asked to name them, enum- 
erated nine, including two of his 
sons, 

Reyburn appeared as a surprise 
witness, being called after Senator 
McFarland had received a note 
from Capt. Clark M. Clifford, a 
White House naval aide, Varda- 
man’s counsel, 


With the note in hand, Mc- 
Farland interrupted the _ cross- 
examination of Bittner and walked 
down the long table of the com- 
mittee room to hold a whispered 
conference with Clifford and Var- 
daman. The cross-examination of 
Bittner ended quickly, and McFar- 
land then announced that Rey- 
burn would be the next witness. 


Why Bittner Got Affidavits. 


Bittner obtained the affidavits 
from Reyburn and De Coster, 
former comptroller of the shoe 
company, when he became con- 
vinced that Vardaman had not 
treated him fairly in a stock deal. 

A month before the shoe com- 
pany entered bankruptcy in Feb- 
ruary 1942, Vardaman sold to 
Bittner 9375 shares of the com- 
pany’s stock at $1 a share on the 
basis of a financial statement 
which, Bittner said, reflected the 
padded inventory. 

Because Bittner testified he was 
not present when the affidavits 
were made, the committee ruled 
that he was not qualified to give 
testimony which would make them 
admissible as evidence. Senator 
Donnell then asked, as he had 
several times before, that the com- 
mittee subpena Williams, who 
was present when the major affi- 
davits were taken. 

Radcliffe said again that the 
committee would consider doing 


this. Donnell asked also for a

The six affidavits received by 
the committee were photostatic 
copies. Bittner professed not to 
know what had happened to the 
originals, saying he had turned 
them over to his attorney, Wil- 
liams, and never saw them again. 
All six were by either Reyburn or 
De Coster, 


Bittner Cross-Examined. 

Earlier in today’s hearing, 
strenuous efforts to break down 
the testimony of Bittner were 
made by Senator McFarland. 

Bittner testified yesterday that 
a suit in St. Louis Circuit Court, 
filed by William R. Gentry as 
trustee of the Vardaman Shoe Co. 
against a bonding firm, was dis- 
missed because United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore of 
St. Louis wished it dropped; and 
that the Judge’s reason was that 
he was a very close friend of 
Vardaman. He said Gentry told 
him of the Judge’s request and 
the reason for it. 

Judge Moore, in St. Louis, has 
denied that he suggested that the 
suit should be dropped, and Gentry 
has denied that he made the 
statement quoted by Bittner, or 
that it was true. 

Bittner was manager of the 
company under Gentry’s trustee- 
ship, the latter being under direc- 
tion of the Federal Court. Under 
these circumstances, Bittner said, 
he considered that Gentry was his 
boss, and that Judge Moore was 
Gentry’s boss; therefore, he said, 
he saw nothing to do when he was 
told that the judge had desired 
the suit dropped. 

Gentry’s own explanation of the 
dismissal, containea in his testi- 
mony a month ago, was that the 
reorganization of the Vardaman 
firm into Bittner’s Ermtry Shoe 
Co. was about to be effected, and 
that all concerned were content 
to end the suit to facilitate the 
reorganizaion, Bittner, harried 
and flustered as he was, came up 
with a new and sensational ex- 
planation. He said he had not 
wanted to dismiss the suit. 

“IT had tried to press the suit, 
but it was always being con- 
tinued,” Bittner said heatedly. 
“Mr. Gentry called me up and said 
he wanted to see me. I went to 
his office. He told me Judge 
Moore wanted the suit dropped.” 

Judge Moore had assumed jur- 
isdiction of the Vardaman bank- 
ruptcy proceeding after the death 
of Judge Charles B. Davis, who 
had it originally, and named Gen- 
a trustee. The suit was for 
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“I told Gentry,” Bittner con- 
tinued, ‘Oh, no, we can’t do that.’ 
Gentry said again that Judge 
Moore wanted it dropped. Then 
I said, “All right, you are my boss, 
and Judge Moore is your boss, and 
I guess we'll have to do it’.” 

MeFarland, presiding in the 
absence of Chairman Radcliffe, 
today assumed the role of chief 
protector of Commodore Varda- 
man, 


He began the hearings today by 
hammering s0 hard at Bittner, 
who resumed the witness chair, 
that a vigorous protest was drawn 
from Senator Donnell, 


“Oh, of course, you want to 
coach your witness,” McFarland 
snapped at one point. 

“He’s not my witness and you 
know it,” Donnell replied in- 


to interrupt whenever I think he 
is not being treated fairly.” 


Reading from minutes of a di- 
rectors’ meeting of the Vardaman 
coneern, and from typed memo- 
randa, McFarland attempted to 
show that before Jan. 16, 1942, the 
day on which Bittner bought the 
stock and became vice president 
of the firm, Bittner was aware 
that the accounting firm of Ernst 
& Ernst had found the shoe com- 
pany’s inventory was padded. 


Bittner has testified that he be- 
came a director of the Vardaman 
company Dec. 1, 1941, and for sev- 
eral months before that, through 
an association with the brokerage 
house of Newhard, Cook & Co., 
he was familiar with the firm’s 
operations. 

The “Bottoming Room.” 


McFarland read from min- 
utes of a Dec. 31, 1941, meeting of 
the directors in which Vardaman 
was reported to have stated that 
Ernst & Ernst were rejecting the 
inventory of the Vardaman fac- 
tory “bottoming room” because it 
was padded. He asked Bittner if 
that did not mean that he knew 
there was something wrong with 
the inventory. 

Bittner replied that the “bottom- 
ing room,” a department in which 
bottoms are applied to uncom- 
pleted shoes, was a rather small 
part of the whole factory, and 
that an irregularity there would 
not necessarily mean that there 
was anything wrong with the 
whole plant. 

McFarland’s principal efforts 
were directed to trying to trip up 
Bittner on what he said yester- 
day, and in this he made little 
progress. At one point, Bittner in- 
terrupted him to remark: 


“Let me say this, Senator. I 
never would have gone into the 
shoe company if I had known 
what a mess it was in.” 


Purpose of the cross-examina- 
tion as it was expressed by Mil- 
likin in one question he put to 
Bittner was to show: “That the 
testimony you have presented here, 
if it is adverse to Vardaman, is 
not just as adverse to you.” 

He referred to the testimony re- 
lating to the shaky financial con- 


dition of the old Vardaman Shoe 
Co. for months before it entered 


dignantly, “Furthermore, I intend}. 


bankruptcy in February 1942 with- 
out mentioning that it was less 
than a month before the bank- 
ruptcy that Vardaman had un- 
loaded on Bittner 9375 shares of 
Vardaman’s own stock in the 
firm, at a price of $1 a share. 

A flickering light was shed on 
what became of the original affi- 
davits yesterday when Donnell read 
to the committee, to refresh its 
recollections, a statement he said 
he had made to the members ear- 
lier. Later Donnell told the Post- 
Dispatch the statement he read was 
one made at an executive session of 
the committee, from which re- 
porters were barred. ' 

Flames in the Washroom. 

The statement described a bi- 
zarre scene in what Donnell re- 
ferred to as the toilet room of 
the law firm of Fordyce, White, 
Mayne, Williams & - Hartman, 
where the originals of the affi- 
davits were consumed in flames 
and the ashes suitably disposed of. 

Present at the conflagration, 
Donnell said, were Vardaman and 
Williams, Bittner’s attorney. Just 
before this occurred Vardaman 
had given Bittner a mortgage on 
his St. Louis county farm, and 
Bittner had surrendered the af- 
fidavits. ' 

Donnell’s statement said this ar- 
rangement was made by Varda- 
man on the advice of his attorney, 
Capt. Clifford, now a White House 
naval aide, as is Vardaman. Clof- 
ford has been sitting at Varda- 
man’s elbow during the proceed- 
ings before the committee. 

Bittner was asked why he had 
photostatic copies made of the 
original affidavits, and he replied. 
“Because I was defrauded once, 
and because I didn’t know what 
was going to pop next.” 

“What did you expect?” he was 
asked by Senator McFarland. Bitt- 
ner exclaimed: “God only knows.” 

Asked by McFarland if he had 
withheld the documents from the 
Federal Court after the Vardaman 
firm went into bankruptcy, Bittner 
replied that he had informed Gen- 
try, the trustee, and the late Judge 
Davis of their existence. 

Wants the ‘Last Chapter.’ 

At this point Senator Millikin 
interjected: “I'd like to get to the 
last chapter of this without any 
more monkey business. What was 
the function of the affidavits in 
negotiations for settlement of the 
claim you assert you had against 
Vardaman?” 

Bittner did not reply directly to 
the question, but a series of ques- 
tions and’ answers produced the 
éxplanation that he had given the 
originals to his lawyer, Williams, 
“hecause he asked for them,” and 
that Bittner did not think they 
were used in discussions of a set- 
tlement of Bittner’s claim. 

Donnell than introduced an un- 
signed document which he said 
was the Vardaman-Bittner agree- 
ment settling Bittner’s claim. 
Since it was not signed, it was 
handed to Vardaman with the re- 
quest that he read it and if he de- 
sired stipulate that it was a correct 


copy. He read it and said it ap- 
peared to be accurate, and the

Donnell, not a member of the 
Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee, had been permitted to exam- 
ine witnesses but for the first time 
yesterday the subcommittee im- 
posed a condition that he would 
have to wait with his questions 
until members of the committee 
were finished.

JUDGE DENIES 
- HINT TO DISMISS 
VARDAMAN SUJT

When Gentry came before him 
to ask that the suit be dismissed, 
Judge Moore said it was in open 
court.

Senator Forrest C. Donnell 
(Rep.), Missouri, who is opposing 
the Vardaman appointment, was 
told by Gentry several weeks ago 
that Judge Moore had never re- 
quested that the suit against Var- 
daman be dismissed, Gentry said. 

Telegram to Committee. 

Gentry said he had sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to the Senate 
Banking and Currency subcom- 
mittee: 

“Judge George H. Moore never 
at any time asked me to dismiss 
a suit which I as trustee had 
brought against James K. Varda- 
man, and I never told anyone that 
he had done so.

Asserts Budget Director Will Explain Whole:

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
—President Truman told a press 
conference today that a Navy 
statement on its need for funds 
was not in line with the facts. 

Without specifying the state- 
ment he referred to, he said there 
had been a misunderstanding that 
ought to be cleared up and that 
Budget Director Harold Smith 
would explain the whole thing. 

Two days ago, Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz, chief of naval operations 
told the House Naval Committee 
that a proposed, $2,100,000,000 
budget cut in Navy funds would 
“jeopardize the influence of our 
nation in world affairs and the 
defense of our homeland.” 

Today, Vice Adm. Louis E. Den- 
feld, chief of the Navy Bureau 
of Personnel, told the same com- 
mittee that the cut would force 
the placing of many Pacific bases 
on a “caretaker basis” under 
which they could not be properly 
defended against attack. 


Reduction in Personnel. 


Denfeld testified the reduction 
in funds would require the Navy 
to reduce its personnel from an 
average of 562,000 men in the 12- 
month period beginning July 1 to 
an average 500,000, 

The Navy asked the budget bu- 
reau for $6,325,000,000 for the year 
beginning July 1, but the bureau 
cut this to $3,960,000,000. then in- 
creased it to $4,225,000,000 after 
Navy protests.

BILL PROPOSES POLICE PAY 
RISE OF $500,000 A YEAR 


‘Salary increases for all members 
of the Police Department, which 
would amount to between $500,000 
and $600,000 a year, are provided 
for in a bill prepared by the Board 


of Police Commissioners for intro- 
duction in the Legislature, it was 
announced today. 

The proposed increases would 
range from $20 a month for turn- 
keys, probationary patrolmen and 
patrolman to $83.34 for the chief 
of police. A measure introduced 
in the Legislature earlier in the 
year, which was withdrawn by its 
sponsor last week, would have 
provided a blanket increase of $50 
a month for all members of the 
department. 

Under the terms of the bill pre- 
pared by the board, following a 
study of salaries paid policemen 
in other cities, patrolmen would 
be increased from $200 to $220 a 
month; sergeants, from $240 to 
$260 a month; lieutenants, from 
$275 to $300 monthly;

Carl H. Soest, superintendent of 
the institution, told the jurors the 
Board of Children’s Guardians has 
jurisdiction over the farms and 
knows of the straps and method 
of use. Previous grand juries have 
seen them and considered the pun- 
ishment reasonable, he said. 


Complaints Against Pair. 


Soese said he had received com- 
plaints recently regarding the pair 
named by the 15-year-old Negro, 
and is attempting to find replace- 
ments for them.

EX-CONVICT GETS 6 MONTHS

Winston Churchill's 66-day visit to 
the United States ended today as 
the former British Prime Minis- 
ter sailed for England aboard the 
Queen Mary. < 

Churchill and his party boarded 
the liner last night along with 


1180 British military passengers 
and 551 civilians, including the 


Duke of Marlborough, Prince 
George and Princess Maria of 
Greece, the Duke and Duchess of 


Sutherland and the Duchess of 
Westminster, 

Churchill took with him two 
electronic recording sets equipped 
with a special lapel microphone 
to be used in dictating his 
memoirs, either while resting in 
bed or pacing up and down. He 
also purchased 1000 plastic discs, 
enough to record 250,000 words of 
the story of his life. 


Churchill left a special record- 
ing for the factory workmen, who 
gave up their weekend and worked 
overtime to finish the equipment. 
It ends with this remarkable—for 
Churchill—sentence: '“This igs me, 
Winston Churchill, speaking him- 
self to you, and I am so glad to be 
able to thank you in this remark- 
able way.” 

Churchill had been in this coun- 
try since Jan. 14. 

On his visit to this country, 
Churchill spoke at Fulton, Mo., in a 
“speech heard around the world” 
advocating a close alliance of the 
United States and Great Britain. 
He repeated the urging in speeches 
at Richmond, Va., March 8, and at 
New York, March 15.

STIMSON SAYS WAR

gram from himself to the Em- 
peror of Japan. After some dis- 
cussion it was decided that he 
would send such a letter to the 
Emperor, which would not be 
made public, and that at the 
same time he would deliver a 
special message to Congress re- 
porting on the danger and re- 
porting what we would have to 
do if the danger happened.” 

As it developed, this program 
was not followed. Stimson ex- 
plained that the President went to 
Warm Springs, Ga., for Thanks- 
giving and that in the interim be- 
fore his return Dec. 1 it was 
learned that the Japanese expedi- 
tion was landing on Indochina 
rather than going into the Gulf 
of Siam. 

“This appeared to give us a lit- 
tle respite, since it indicated that 
perhaps they were not going to 
invade Thailand at once,” Stim- 
son said. 

Stimson’s 38-page statement was 
accompanied by 30 pages of mem- 
oranda in diary form of events 
during the days immediately pre- 
ceding the outbreak of war. He 
sent the material to the commit- 
tee in reply to a series of written 
questions submitted to him. Be 
cause of ill health, he was not 
called as a witness during the 
hearings. 

War Danger Not Secret. 

The excerpts from his diary re- 
corded him as writing on Dec. 7: 

“When the news first came 
that Japan had attacked us, my 
first feeling was of relief that 
the indecision was over and that 
a crisis had come in a way 
which would unite all our peo- 
ple. That continued to be my 
dominant feeling in spite of the 
news of catastrophes which 
quickly developed.” 

Stimson remarked in his state- 
ment that “from some of the com- 
ments quoted in the public press, 
one would get the impression that 
the imminent threat of war in Oc- 
tober and November 1941 was a 
deep secret, known only to the 
authorities in Washington who 
kept it mysteriously to them- 
selves.”

Says All Fathers Could 
Be Released by Fall — 
Cites World Obligation 
of U.S. Army. 


WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
asked Congress today to extend 
the draft law indefinitely and to 
limit service liability of inductees 
to 18 months. — 

If that is done, the chief of staff 
told the House Military Commit- 
tee, the Army can release al] fa- 
thers by the end of August or 
early in September regardless of 
how long they have been in ser- 
vice. 

If it is not done, he warned, the 
Army may fall short by 165,000 
men of its estimated needed 
strength of 1,070,000 on July 1, 
1947. 

Both Eisenhower and Secretary 
of War Patterson argued against 
proposals for a shorter extension 
of the selective service act, which 
expires on May 15 of this year. 

Restrictions Suggested. 

Eisenhower suggested that leg- 
islation extending the draft con- 
tain these restrictions: A prohibi- 
tion against service for more than 
18 months; a requirement that no 
more men be inducted than are 
necessary to meet estimates of 
strength required by July 7, 1947, 
and a stipulation that the Army 
discharge all fathers now in serv- 
ice and decline to induct any in 
the future, 


He told the committee that 
strength is necessary to. support 
the position of the Allies in the 
United Nations Organization and 
said the smaller nations are look- 
ing to the larger ones to supply 
that strength. 


Patterson estimated the _ short- 
age at 170,000 men by July 1, 1947, 
if the draft law was not extended. 

“Should the Selective Service 
Act not be continued and should 
our recruiting program fail to es- 
tablish and sustain a volunteer 
army of the requisite size,” Pat- 
terson said, “the military position 
of this country, and therefore our 
ability to preserve the peace we 
have won, would become precari- 
Ous, 


“This country cannot afford to 
take chance on man power for 
the Army,” he added. 


20 Pct. Pay Rise Urged. 

Patterson told the committee 
that extension of the draft should 
be coupled with a 20 per cent 
over-all increase in pay and allow- 
ances for all military personnel. 
House committee members have 
indicated a willingness to approve 
that request, but only if the in- 
creases are limited to enlisted per- 
sonnel. 

He said present Army strength 
was about 2,500,000, with a net re- 
duction of 1,000,000 expected be- 
fore July 1, 1947. He said the War 
Department intended to continue 
a vigorous recruitment program, 
and already thére had been 617,000 
enlistments, more than half of 
them for a three-year period.

U.S. LIQUOR BILL 
AT $7,800,000,000; 
NEW HIGH FOR YEAR 


WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
—Americans spent a record high 
$7,800,000,000 on alcoholic drinks 


last year—an average of about $58 
for every Man, woman and child 
in the country. 

Taxes, however, soaked up 
$3,000,000,000 of this outlay for 
liquors, beer and wines, with the 
Federal Government getting four- 
fifths of the total, a Commerce 
Department report shows. 

Actual drinking of distilled liquor 


leenented to be at about the same 


rate as in 1942, There was a little 

less use of wine. Beer drinking 

continued on an upward trend. 
The 1945 spending exceeded the 


previous year by 9 per cent. It 
was the smallest year-to-year gain 
since 1940. The report attributed 
the huge total to “the continued 


high volume of purchasing power, 


record high Federal tax rates, 
and increased supplies” of alco- 
holic beverages. 


Consumption of distilled spirits 
was estimated at 190,000,000 gal- 
lons, 14 per cent above 1944 but 
only about equal to the 1942 con- 
sumption.

Infestation Reaches Plants. 


“The widespread rat infestation 
has reached milk, meat and food 
| processing plants,” the report 
stated. “The Milk Section reported 
| rat infestations at plants and 
|dairies, The Meat Section re- 
‘ported evidence of rat depreda- 
tions of meat supplies. A recent 
survey of eating and drinking es- 
'tablishments in the city revealed 
20 per cent of the establishments 
‘surveyed had rat infestations.” 

In discussing the findings, the 
health service men pointed out 
that St. Louis by virtue of its 
geographic location is a terminus 
for many railroads and barge lines 

entering from the South. 
“Tt has been found,” it was 
stated, “that rats are migratory 
and generally follow the transpor- 
tation routes of the country.

| Attention was directed to the 
statement that 10 “well-defined” 
diseases including typhus fever, 
plague, Weil’s disease, bacillary 
dysentery and salmonella food 
| poisonings may be transmitted by 
rats or their parasites. 

Figures were cited showing 
more than 45000 cases of murine 
typhus fever reported among in- 
dividuals in this country in 1945. 
There were two such cases re- 
ported in St. Louis in 1944, In 
the 1944-1945 fiscal year, 139 per- 
sons were victims of rat bites 
here, 

“The margin of safety against 
rat-borne diseases can be secured 
only by the addition of proper 
legislation, by adequate appropria- 
tions, by securing competent per- 
sonnel, and by an_ educational 
program designed to insure com- 
munity understanding, co-opera- 
tion and support for the main- 
tenance of sanitary conditions,” 
the report stated. 

The health experts found con- 
ditions conducive to rat harborage 
which they observed to be divided 
into three classes: Poor house- 
keeping, improper structural de- 
sign of buildings, and poor main- 
tenance and repair of buildings. 

The noted that the finding of 
garbage stored in “open cans, 
boxes, and paper containers with 
considerable amounts overflowing 
to the surrounding ground.” 

“Much organic and putrescible 
material was being disposed of at 
the numerous open dumps main- 
tained for the convenience of trash 
haulers,” they said. 


Revolving Fund Proposed. 


Also recommended, in addition

lems in Soviet-Ameérican relations, 
including the Iranian case, Man- 
churia, and the possibility of an 
American loan to Russia. 
Gromyko left some doubt on 
whether he personally would at- 
tend the United Nations Council 
meeting, despite an embassy state- 
ment sevéral days ago that he 
would be a member of the Rus- 
sian delegation though not neces- 
sarily its chief. 

Gromyko said no decision had 
been made about Russia's perma- 
nent representative on the peace

(A United Press dispatch from 
London quoted a Foreign Office 
spokesman as saying there was 
‘no inclination” on the part of the 
British Government to support 
the Russian request for a delay. 
He said it was the British view 
that the Russian-Iranian situation 
was “a matter of extreme urgency 
on which no postponement is ad- 
visable.) 

The American argument as it Is 
developing is that in a case of this 
sort, where Russian troops are 
spreading over Iranian territory 
and the situation is full of ex- 
plosive possibilities, the nation 
which considers itself aggrieved 
has a right to the quickest reme- 
dies at the Council’s disposal: «In 
this case a full hearing involving 
not only the prestige of the Coun- 
cil but also the power of public 
opinion. 

In hig letter to Lie, Stettinius 
made two requests: 

That consideration of TIran’s 
complaint of Russian troops re- 
maining on Iranian soil and of 
Soviet Tnterterence in Iranian af- 
fairs “be placed at the head of the 
agenda of the Security Council.” 

That both Iran and Russia be 
requested to report to the Council 
on their recent direct negotiations 
for settlement of their dispute.

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ACTION ON BILLS 
10 GURB STRIKES 
APPEARS REMOTE 


British Loan, Housing 
Legislation, OPA Ex- 
tension Expected to 
Come Up First. 


WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
—Final congressional action — if 
any—on strike-control legislation 
appears to be months off. 

Chairman Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, told reporters today the Dill 
approved by the Senate Labor 
Committee probably would not 
come up for floor debate until 
such matters as the British loan, 
housing legislation and extension 
of the OPA have been settled. 

From all indications, the pro- 
posed $3,750,000,000 loan to Britain 
will come in for extensive debate, 
and the betting around the capitol 
is that a decision on OPA’s future 
will not be reached much ahead 
of the price control act’s present 
expiration date—June 30. 

Adding to the uncertainty as to 
whether any strike-control bill will 
be enacted is the wide difference 
between the measure produced by 
the Senate committee and the one 
already passed by the House. 

The Senate bill provides: 

1. A Federal mediation board 
which would try to avert strikes 
by mediation and conciliation. 

2. A bar on use of violence or 
threats to prevent farmers from 
transporting perishable farm - 
commodities or to force them to 
make any payment to a labor or- 
ganization. 

The latter provision, sponsored 
by Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
was added as the committee com- 
pleted action on the bill yesterday. 

The House measure, on the other 
hand, includes prohibitions against 
violence in strikes, permits suits 
against unions for violations of 
contracts, and exempts supervisory 
employes from the National Labor 
Relations Act. 

Efforts will be made to. add 
these to the Senate bill when it 
reaches the floor. Whatever meas- 
ure the Senate may finally ap- 
prove is virtually certain, however, 
to contain fundamental differences 
from the House bill sponsored by 
Representative Case (Rep.), South 
Dakota. 

This would mean appointment 
of a Senate-House conference com- 
mittee to try to work out a com- 
promise, which would take more 
time. 


WORK OF MISSOURI BASIN 


INTER-AGENCY GROUP CITED! | 


Gen. Lewis A. Pick of Omaha, 
Nebr., army division engineer in 
charge of control and development 
work on the Missouri river, told 
the St. Louis Woman’s Club today 
that the Missouri Basin Inter- 
Agency Committee, co-ordinating 
work of various federal agencies 
on the river, was “a constant as- 
surance that this program has 
direction and supervision and that 
it is responsive to the people of 
al} states and communities.” 

He said the army had 11 pro- 
jects in the basin on which it 
expected to start work this year, 
if Congress appropriated the funds 
recommended. The House pro- 
posed to allot $23,445,000 for the 
next fiscal year, but the Senate, 
passing the ‘bill last Tuesday, 
raised the sum to more than $30,- 
000,000, he related. Indications are 
that the fund finally allowed will 
provide for “a good start on the 
program this year,” he said. It 
is expected to start work this 
spring on the controversial Gar- 
rison dam in North Dakota, he 
said.

TOKYO, March 21 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today de- 
creed execution by a firing squad 
for Lt. Gen, Masaharu Homma, 
his victorious foe in the 1942 bat- 
tle for Bataan. 

Date and details of the execu- 


tion, which now could be stayed 
only by President Truman, will 
be determined in Manila. 

Affirming the conviction by a 
military tribunal in Manila of 
Homma, who ordered the infa- 
mous Bataan death march that 
cost 17,200 lives, MacArthur as- 
serted: 

“Tf this defendant does not de- 
serve his judicial fate, none in 
jurisdictional history ever did.” 

Before announcing his decision, 
MacArthur studied opinions ex- 
pressed by Supreme Court Jus- 
tices Murphy and Rutledge, who 
dissented when the court refused 
to intervene for Homma. Murphy 
had denounced Homma’s trial as 
a descent “to the level of revenge- 
ful blood purges.” 

MacArthur declared. “no trial 
could have been fairer” and said 
dissenters “either advocate arbi- 
trariness of process above factual 
realism, or ... inherently shrink 
from the stern. rigidity of capital 
punishment.” 

Wataru Narahashi, chief cab- 
inet secretary, said he and the 
Japanese people agteed as to the 
justice of MacArthur's decision. 

“Gen. MacArthur's decision 
teaches the Japanese a grave and 
important lesson,” Narahashi said. 
“The Japanese now know that a 
commanding general, even if he 
himself doesn't issue orders, must 
assume responsibility for illegal 
acts of his subordinates.” 

Narahashi said the Japanese 
would mourn Homma, whom they 
thought had a “very high human 
character as compared with other 
militarists.” He said Japanese 
feelings against other militarists 
would be intensified when they 
realized that Homma, whom they 
liked, could come to such an end 
because of the actions of war 
leaders,

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COUNTY URGED 
TO STUDY CHARTER 
GOVERNING PLAN 


Citizens Group Calls on 
Court to Appoint Com- 
mittee to Explore Ques- 
tion. 


The St. Louis County Court was 
authorized at a meeting of citi- 
zens yesterday at Clayton Court- 
house to appoint a committee to 
explore the question whether a 
charter form of government would 
be of value to the county. 

The motion, made by Mayor Al- 
fred H. Kerth of Clayton, was 
adopted by a unanimous vote of 
the 125 persons present. The com- 
mittee, whose members will be 
chosen by the court, will be asked 
to submit a report within 30 days. 

Judge Luman F. Matthews, pre- 
siding judge of the county court, 
had called the meeting last month 
for the purpose of determining 
sentiment in the county for home 
rule. He said the members of the 
court, chief administrative body 
for the county, could neither ap- 
prove nor oppose a charter until 
a specific instrument was_ sub- 
mitted, but, he added, they would 
stand behind any proposal that 
“will best serve St. Louis county 
and its citizens.” 

Among those taking part in the 
Girard C. Var- 
num, president 6f the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce; 
John Mooney, president of the 
Taxpayers’ Association, and 
Robert E. Blake, chairman of the 
constitutional convention of 1943- 
44. 

The various organizations rep- 
resented will be called on, in 
event of a favorable report of the 
committee, to obtain the approxi- 
mately 25,000 signatures necessary 
to initiate action toward adoption 
of a charter. The proceedings are 
authorized by the new Constitu- 
tion. 


Virginia County Rule Charter 
: Proposed as Model. 


The government of Henrico 
county, Va., under a home rule 
charter, is offered ag a possible 
model for St. Louis county, in a 
bulletin issued today by the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute. 
Henrico county adjoins the capital 
city of Richmond, and its popula- 
tion is given as 41,960. St. Louis 
county’s 1940 population was 
274,230. 

Henrico county hag a board of 
supervisors of four members, as 
its legislative and policy-determin- 
ing body. The board enacts local 
ordinances, levies taxes, makes 
appropriations, and appoints a 
county manager. The manager has 
the powers of an executive di- 
rector. He appoints and removes 
officers and employes and fixes 
their compensation subject to ap- 
proval of the supervisors. The 
manager need not be a resident 
of the county before his appoint- 
ment. 

The administrative 
agencies constitute six depart- 
ments, those of finance, public 
works, police, health, agriculture 
and home economics, and public 
welfare. The heads of these de- 
partments are appointed by the 
manager. The county charter re- 
quires that all appointments be 
made on the basis of qualifica- 
tions, county residents to have 
preference only when qualifica- 
tions are equal. 

More efficient service at less 
cost has resulted from the Hen- 
rico county plan, according to a 
report issued by Prof. George W. 
Spicer of the University of Vir- 
ginia, who made a study of its 
workings. He found “efficient and 
economical management, growing 
surplus, diminishing bonded debt 
and declining tax rate, with im- 
proved and expanded services. 
Something has happened greatly 
to increase the value of the tax 
dollar in Henrico county,” he con- 
cluded. 

The bulletin is the last of a 
series which the Governmental Re- 
search Institute, privately sup- 
ported fact-finding institution, has 
issued to point out to St. Louis 
county residents the possibilities 
of home-rule government under 
provisions of the new Constitution 
of Missouri.

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP)

months at Russian request.

—The uniform interest code bill 
prescribing maximum interest

100 votes. This clause would make 
the bill effective at once on ap- 
proval of the governor, if it is 
passed by both houses.

Hugh Denney of Jefferson City, 
director of the department, ex- 
plained the recreation promotion 
work of his office was intended 
primarily to advertise Missouri as 
a vacation area and as a recrea- 
tion business field. 
His missionary task is reaching 
as far east as Pittsburgh, to Dal- 
las in the southwest and Min- 
nesota and Michigan in the north. 
In the last three weeks he has 
received from a single advertise- 
ment in Chicago about 80 to 100 
queries a day concerning the rec- 
reation business prospects in 
Missouri. 

Listen to This, Brother. 
As one Wisconsin man put it, 
he is tired of the nine months 
winter in the north. He is much 
interested in the nine months 
“season” of the Ozarks. 
To promote the nine months 
idea, Missouri is presenting the 
Ozarks as a spring vacation land, 
the season opening March 15 and

ELATIONS between the United States and the Soviet Union 
have been allowed to drift into an increasingly dangerous con- 


and Russian Governments possess 


both the determination and the ability to work out a co-operative 
relationship the United Nations Organization cannot function and 
world reconstruction becomes impossible, 

Much harm is being done by those who shout that the third 


world war has begun and by those 


who exaggerate every minor clash. 


They persuade public opinion that it is too late to do anything. They 
arouse a spirit of defeatism. They create an emotional atmosphere 


out of which crises start. 


But it would be the height of 
stupidity to close gur eyes to the 
significance of recent develop- 
ments, or to fail to recognize the 
strength of the currents which are 
sweeping us along. 

Soviet spokesmen declare that 
Russia’s unalterable objective is 
to “secure all of her frontiers.” 
The outstanding enigma has long 
been how Russia intends to obtain 
that security. 

An effective United Nations Or- 
ganization, and the establishment 
of friendly democratic govern- 
ments in all neighboring countries 
would certainly afford Russia all 
of the legitimate security which 
she seeks. 


The recent trend of Russian 
policy unfortunately indicates 
that unless the Soviet Union be- 
comes convinced that the West- 
ern powers are both strong 
enough and determined enough 
to prevent it, it will avail itself 
of this moment of world up- 
heaval to seek a form of secur- 
ity based upon those traditional 
Russian aims which Russian 
governments have successively 
pursued since the dawn of the 
nineteenth century. That would 
mean that Russia would dom- 
inate three-quarters of the globe. 


The ability of the present Rus- 
sian Government to use Commu- 
nism as a means of advancing its 
interests makes it far easier for 
Soviet Russia to gain these ends 
than it was in Czarist Russia. 

If the Soviet Union attains these 
objectives, no peaceful world order 
could be established. The secur- 
ity of the United States would be 
gravely impaired. No United Na- 
tions Organization could function. 


Vacillating U. 8. Policy. 


Until recently American policy, 
even if it was based upon any rea- 
listic comprehension of the sit- 
uation, has proved to be wholly 
unsuccessful in checking these 
trends. It has vecillated between 
sterile disapproval and a sporadic 
acquiescence in Russian demands 
as a result of which principles 
which are vital in the construc- 
tion of any free world order have 
been jettisoned. 

Fortunately, within the last few 
weeks, authoritative voices have 
been heard within the United 
States. 

As might have been expected, 
the official Soviet press classifies 
these voicgs as those of Fascists 
or of warmongering reactionaries. 

Senator Vandenberg’s address in 
the Senate was not only states- 
manlike. It was constructive. Had 
such an address been delivered by 
an authoritative spokesman for 
the Administration six months 


‘ago, the course of events might 


have been far different. 
Defends Churchill Talk. 


I do not share the view ex- 
pressed in many quarters that Mr. 
Churchill's speech was “saber- 
rattling.” The American people 
can not afford to forget that the 
fruits of the victory of 1918 were 
thereafter lost as a result of Allied 
disunity, of overhasty demobili- 
zation, and of policies of expedi- 
ency and of weakness. Nor should 
they underrate his assertion that 
the Soviet Union respects only 
strength and determination on the 
part of other powers. 

His speech created a storm. But 
the storm may bring clearer 
weather. 

The speech wag not an ultima- 
tum. Nor did it call for war as 
Generalissimo Stalin has charged. 
It was a call to check the growth 
of conditions which make for war. 
Mr. Churchill's repeated warnings 
to the democracies prior to 1938 of 
what the results of appeasement 
would be were tragically justified 
by events. His latest warning has 
shocked public opinion into con- 
sciousness of the fatal danger of 
a complacent policy of drift. 

It has been well said that a for- 
eign policy must be based upon 
accepted premises either of rea- 
soning or experience and be laid 
dowr. in clear language under- 
stood by the people in whose in- 
terest it is shaped and intelligible 
to fhe governments and peoples of 
other countries. The policy out- 
lined in Secretary Byrnes’s ad- 
dress of Feb. 28 met these re- 
quirements. The question : is 
whether it will be carried out in 
practice. 

Nothing could be-surer than his 
statement that “to avoid trouble 
we must not allow situations to 
develop into incidents from which 
there is no retreat. We must live 
by the charter. That is the only 
road to peace.” 

There are only two methods 
by which we can prevent the 
existing situations from devel- 
oping “into incidents from 
which there is no retreat.” 

The first method is to bring 
before the security council at 
once every situation in which 
American and Russian interests 
conflict. Many express the fear

Kurdish Revolt 
Holds Threat 
Of Real Crisis 


Spread Would Af- 
fect 4 Big Powers 
as Well as Smaller 
States.

The Kurds are an ancient, war- 
like race whose tribal history ex- 
tends back almost to the dawn of 
civilization in the region between 
the Tigris and Euphrates rivers, 
where it is supposed to have 
originated. 

The Kurdish tribes are found in 
an oval belt extending some 800 
miles from the Mediterranean 
coast of Turkey around Alexan- 
dretta, to the Caspian sea. Itisa 
border region embracing part of 
southern Turkey, northern Syria 
and Iraq, northwestern Iran and 
a bit of trans-Caucasian Russia. 


While the Kurdish revolt so far 
seems to have been confined to 
the Iranian area in the general 
region of Lake Urmia, it is peril- 
ously close to the borders of Tur- 
key and Iraq. Kurds in the latter 
two countries are sympathetic, be- 
ing disposed toward creation of a 
Kurdish state independent of the 
surrounding nations, 


The Kurdish tribes in their long 
history never have been subdued 
nor have they submitted passively 
to a conqueror. Kurdish repre- 
sentatives demanded independence 
from Turkey at the Versailles con- 
ference in 1919, but got no satis- 
faction. Since then there have 
been intermittent uprisings, in- 
cluding the rebellion in Turkey in 
1925, which was put down and its 
leaders executed. 


The full aspirations of Kurdish 
nationalists envisage an independ- 
ent state embracing all of the 
Mediterranean - Caspian sea belt 
where they dwell. The project has 
not figured in recent dispatches, 
but it has long been known to ex- 
ist. 


Britain, the United States, Rus- 
sia, France and Turkey would be 
directly affected if the issue came 
to a head, not to mention the 
smaller states of Syria, Iraq and 
Iran. 


SMUTS WANTS UNITED NATIONS 
70 BE ‘ROUGH AND READY’ 


CAPETOWN, March 21 (UP) — 
Prime Minister Jan C. Smuts 
called on the United Nations yes- 
terday to be a “rough and ready 
organization.” 


“Let’s talk directly to each 
other,” he said in addressing the 
South African Senate on a motion 
to ratify the U.N.O. charter.

“What is wanted most today is 
time. To rush things now would 
be to rush toward destruction.” 


IMPROVED AIRMAIL SERV:CE

FRANKFURT. 

ANY thoughtful American 
M correspondents who have 

been working steadily in this 
country since its conquest are 
convinced that the Americans and 
the British are conferring free- 
dom of expression and some meas- 
ure of self-government faster than 
the unrepentent Germans can rise 
to them. 

If further evidence in favor of 
this theory is wanted, it can be 
sought in the German edition of 
the Army newspaper “Stars and 
Stripes” of March 13. An Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from Min- 
den, in the British zone, states 
that at a local meeting “German 
leaders told British staff officers 
today that they can not rebuild 


ja nation on an empty stomach 


and that a destroyed Germany 
means a destroyed Europe.” 

Some innocent Americans be- 
lieve this already. Others certain- 
ly will if Germans are—less than 
one year after the end of their 
career as Jew burners—allowed to 
tell their conquerors what's what. 


An Old German Game. 


Before other Americans do any 
applauding, let them stop and ask 
themselves: Where did we hear 
this before? Yes, you’ve guessed 
it; it was in Germany at the end 
of the last war, remember? Re- 
member, too, that the end of that 
was was less than four years old 
when, at Rapallo, the beaten 
krauts insolently defied the vic- 
tors by their alliance with the 
Soviets? That it was less than 
two years when the first German 
attempt to overthrow the demo- 
cratic republic was made, namely: 
the Kapp putsch? 

Minden nonsense is precisely 
what the cunning servile Germans 
hope the victors can be induced 
to accept—just as many of them 
the last time were led down the 
garden path that led to condem- 
nation of the Versailles treaty. 
People of intelligence now realize 
that, however imperfect that 
treaty, its chief defect was lack 
of enforcement. The new lack of 
enforcement begins with the ac- 
ceptance of the German—there- 
fore almost surely false—version 
of eyents and of the German ego, 
an almost surely false interpreta- 
tion of the situation. 

Take the statement of German 
“leaders” at Minden as reported 
by A.P. In the first place, we 
should worry if the Germans can 
not rebuild Germany. It is their 
country; it was their war that 
brought about its destruction; it 
is theirs, if anybody’s business, to 
see it rebuilt. The proper answer 
to this insolence would have been 
that Germans are starving, not 
because of us, but because of 
Hitler; that we are not withhold- 
ing food with any special inten- 
tion of starving German babies, 
but because, in a world which 
Hitler tried to destroy, there is 
a world-wide food shortage; there- 
fore Germans, who malignantly— 
or dumbly or ignobly, followed 
Hitler, will eat what is left over 
when less unworthy peoples have 
been somewhat fed. 


Germany Isn’t Europe. 

It is untrue that a destroyed 
Germany means a_ destroyed 
Europe. If this were the case, 
then not the sentimental and 
amateur Anglo-Saxons, but the 
real Europeans would be the first 
to protest against any threat to 
Germany. If Norwegians, Danes, 
Dutch, Belgians, French, Czechs 
and Poles have any fear of a de- 
stroyed Germany, they are not 
expressing it very loudly. Actu- 
ally, they are not expressing it at 
all. What they are saying is: 
Please, when will their big allies 
send back the machinery the Ger- 
mans stole? When will they go 
about the holy labor of rendering 
Germany helpless? When will 
they arrange to help replace those 
industrfes which are indeed vital

Reich to Feed 
557,000 D. Ps 


New Policy July 1 
Appears Headed 
for One of Worst 
Mixups Yet.

HE Office of Military Govern- 

ment for Germany, which is 

about to slash the food ration 
in the American zone, announced 
today that the Army will cease 
feeding 557,000 displaced persons 
and 110,000 Nazi internees after 
July 1. It said German authorities 
will be ordered to take over re- 
sponsibility for their care and 
maintenance, 

The situation looks like one of 
the worst of Army “snafus.” For 
days and weeks, high military 
government officers have been 
explaining how little food there is 
in western Germany. Now the 
wheat imports promised by the 
United States and considered 
necessary to maintain the mini- 
mum subsistence ration have not 
been forthcoming. 


Today's release, ignoring the 
fact that the food situation is 
worse than at any time since the 
occupation, and probably will be 
still more critical by July 1, says: 

“Now that the emergency period 
is over, the military government 
will present the requirements for 
displaced persons and civilian 
enemy detainees to the Minister- 
Presidents (heads of the German 
states) and will then approve the 
estimates of the German officials 
of their ability to provide the 
necessary supplies from indigenous 
sources.” 

Lt. Col. Stanley Andrews of the 
food section of the military gov- 
ernment, explained that the order 
was based on a United States 
Forces in the European Theater 
directive which was conceived last 
November. This directive was in 
turn based on War Department 
policy laid down several months 
before, and it has been going 
through ordinary Army channels 
ever since. It just happened to 
come out at this time. 


RABAUL WON'T BE REBUILT 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 21 
(UP)—The bomb-shattered town 
of Rabaul will be abandoned as 
the capital of New Britain, Aus- 
tralia’s Minister for External Ter- 
ritories Edward Ward announced 
today.

Bidault in an interview frankly 
said thet France must have eco- 
nomic assistance if itg recovery is 
not delayed for years, If aid can- 
not be obtained in the United 
States, he seid, France must turn 
elsewhere and he made plain that 
the directior in which it would 
turn would be to Russia. 

Bidault did not mention Rus- 
sia’s offer to come to France’s 
assistance with 400,000 tons of 
wheat or the possible diplomatic 
significance of this offer. 


Asked if France might have to 
reorient its foreign policy in the 
direction of Russia rather than 
toward the western powers if it 
failed to obtain an American loan, 
Bidault said: 

“There is no doubt that failure 
to get the loan would have cer- 
tain consequences. For example, 
it would result in severe ‘disap- 
pointment to French public 
opinion and that in itself could 
not fail to have political conse- 
quences.” 

Bidault said that this “would 
not imply revision or reorientation 
of foreign policy on the diplomatic 
plane but we would almost in- 
evitably be compelled to organize 
our economic policy in other di- 
rections.” 


For Free World Trade. 


Bidault said that France was 
in full agreement with the United 
States with regard to the max#i- 
mum possible freedom of world 
trade. 

“But this would be possible for 
us only if we have the means of 
buying abroad what we need most 
desperately—tools and food for 
immediate needs,” he said. “De- 
feat and devastation have left an 
indelible mark on our whole econ-

Talk Is Not Enough 


* The world’s fear that a third world war is im- 
minent, as Richard L. Stokes reports from Paris, 
should supply a special receptiveness to the wis- 
dom which Senator Pepper spoke in his address 
to the Senate yesterday. The Floridian put his 
finger directly on the source of the trouble that 
plagues the world. 

How, he asked, can we expect Russia not to 
grab for territories and aggrandizement that will 
strengthen her position relative to the United 
States and Britain, when Britain and the United 
States are grabbing for territories and aggran- 
dizement that will strengthen their position rel- 
ative to Russia? 

Senator Pepper described the spheres of in- 
fluence which the United States has carved out 
from Iceland to Central China and which Brit- 
ain has established from Central Europe to 
Southwest Asia. He pointed out that these am- 
bitious nationalistic aims make inevitable an at 
least equally ambitious nationalistic aim on the 
part of Russia, and he called for a Big Three 
conference at once to make all of them obsolete 
with a dynamic program of world co-operation. 

Some of Mr. Pepper’s specific proposals for 
this program were extreme, as for instance the 
outright grant to Russia of the atomic bomb and 
the scrapping of all our plants for making it; 
but his underlying idea was sound. The reason 
world co-operation is not working any better is 
that the nations upon whose support its exist- 
ence depends are acting as though it were every- 
thing when their interests would be served 
thereby, but at all other times they are pursu- 
ing policies of nationalism and spheres of in- 
fluence as though they had never heard of UNO, 
much less joined it. 

‘It is idle to talk of world co-operation—and 
worse than idle, it is self-delusion—as long as 
the actual reliance is being placed in power polli- 
tics, in spheres of influence, in nationalistic 
force. Only through change of emphasis on 
those reliances can the stage be set for the union 
of nations. We are talking one world and acting 
one nation—all of us, Britain, Russia and the 
United States. 

We ought to try to make up our minds before 
it is eternally too late. For that purpose, Stalin, 


‘Attlee and Truman should meet at once, and 


search out their purposes in honesty and in hu- 
mility, and in awe at the immensities of.their 
responsibility, which dwarf them and their na- 
tions and their time.

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Spoils vs. the Public Interest 

Which is the more important to the people of 
Missouri: (1) centralization of the tax assess- 
ment, tax collection and other fiscal functions 
now scattered among 15 agencies, which would 
mean new efficiency and a saving estimated at 
a half-million dollars yearly, or (2) preserva- 
tion of the powerful political machine built up 
through patronage practices over the years by 
State Auditor Forrest Smith? 


This might be considered ‘a useless question, - 


since the rank and file of citizens are 100 per 
cent for the first proposition... Yet the Missouri 
House has approved the second, the course fa- 
vored only by the partisan politicians who care 
nothing for the good of the public service or 
the taxpayers’ dollars so long as they continue 
to control the spoils of office. 

Governor after Governor urged the reform 
provided in the Revenue Department bill. Many 
civic organizations called for its adoption, but 
the Legislature refused to act. Then the people 
of Missouri, adopting their new Constitution by 
a large majority early last year, ordered in- 
stallation of the new system. It is this public 
mandate which the House has rejected. 

Its action means more than insolent disregard 
of the popular will. It may mean breakdown 
of the State’s entire fiseal system, a chaotic 
condition of all its revenue affairs, if the action 
stands. 
on July 1. If no new system is adopted by then, 
no man knows how the State of Missouri, will 
be able to carry on its business. 

The picture is a discouraging one, yet it is 
relieved by the closeness of the House vote. The 
poll was 68 to 37 for the bill, with only eight 
affirmative votes lacking to make the 76 re- 
quired for passage. Moves-for reconsideration 
are already under way. Surely public opinion 
can exert enough pressure to add eight votes 
to the total and bring about adoption. 

The case is simple: spoils vs. the people’s in- 
terest. When the issue is so presented by de- 
termined constituents, will legislators dare vote 
again in favor of waste, inefficiency and a gov- 
ernmental breakdown? 
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The Quality of Congressmen 

In its recent report on the reorganization of 
Congress, the La Follette-Monroney committee 
called attention to a phase of the program that 
should be of special concern to every citizen: its 
effect on the quality of Congressmen. 

As quoted in the Post-Dispatch, the report 
warns that Congress will continue to lose its 
ablest members. and will fail to attract young 
men of ability and energy, unless provision is 
made for adequate compensation and for retire- 
ment benefits like those offered by private busi- 
ness and by other branches of the Government 
service. The committee plan provides for a 
salary increase, from $10,000 to $15,000 a year, 
and for a retirément system. These will be 
welcome to members of Congress, but they 
should, at the same time, approve some of the 
provisions that eliminate old abuses by which

some members benefit. One of these is the ex- 
cessive number of committees in both houses, 
whose reduction will eliminate some influential 
chairmanships. 

The machinery of Congress has not been over- 
hauled since 1893. The demands of this swift- 
moving age cry for a thorough modernization, 
even more extensive than the committee pro- 
posed. The pay increase is an important part 
of it, but the public should revolt against pay- 
ing the bill unless Congress accepts the re- 
mainder of the program as well. 
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The Vardaman Inquiry 

The Senate inquiry into the fitness of Com- 
modore James K. Vardaman Jr. of St. Louis to 
be a member of the Federal Reserve Board has 
been marred throughout its eourse by reluctance 
of the Senate committee to have an inquiry at 
all, by poor preparation of evidence and by the 
dragging in of irrelevant matter. 

All these flaws were evident at the hearing 
yesterday. Senator Radcliffe continued his little 
game of trying to protect the nominee, but his 
tectics were only partly successful. He inter- 
rupted the testimony of Frank O. Bittner to 
allow Vardaman to present five character wit- 
nesses. Nevertheless, Mr. Bittner got some 
damaging information into the record, relating 
to the melodramatic and highly suspicious burn- 
ing of affidavits concerning the false inventory 
involved in the affairs of the Vardaman Shoe 
Co., which later went on the financial rocks. 
Mr, Bittner had photostats of the destroyed ma- 
terfal, but these, oddly enough, were not entered 
as evidence. 

If Mr. Bittner had stopped there, he would 
have been an impressive witness, with the data 
he offered to back up his flat statement: “I 
was certainly defrauded in the stock sale.” But 
Senator Donnell, who has been conducting the 
case against Vardaman, permitted the witness 
to come near discrediting himself by the fan- 
tastic charges he proceeded to make against 
Federal Judge Moore. This was second-hand 
evidence at best, for it was an alleged quota- 
tion of William R. Gentry, attorney and trustee 
for the shoe company. Since Messrs. Moore and 
Gentry deny the charge, and there is no record 
to back up Bittner, the charge falls flat. 

A telling piece of testimony against Varda- 
man was that of W. L. Hemingway, president 
of the Mercantile-Commerce Bank & Trust Co., 
who said that he did not consider the nominee 
qualified for the post. Mr. Hemingway is a 
respected and experienced banker. His opinion 
is shared by other qualified witnesses in the 
banking field. Their convictions to this effect 
must be strong, and these witnesses are show- 
ing an excellent brand of courage, for the con- 
firmation of Vardaman would lay them open to 
possible retaliation. 

The Vardaman nomination is similar in some 
ways to the Pauley nomination, which was 
finally blocked. However, more careful prepa- 
ration of the evidence against Vardaman is es- 
sential if he is to be stopped.

If a proposed amendment is adopted to make 
Chestnut and Lawton a westbound thorough- 
fare during the afternoon peak hours, the down- 
town traffic rerouting bills are excellent. Cer- 
tainly such relief as they will provide is urgent. 
No one at all argued at the aldermanic hearing 
yesterday that such relief can be much longer 
postponed, 

No one objected to prohibiting parking on 
Locust. A long line of business witnesses and 
the City Plan Commission did properly object 
to making Lawton and Chestnut an eastbound 
street at all hours. Their point was met, how- 
ever, when David R. Calhoun, chairman of the 
Mayor’s Traffic Committee, readily accepted a 
proposal to reverse the flow during the after- 
noon rush. That difference composed, we can 
find every reason to recommend the bill and no 
serious one to oppose it. 

To be sure, objections were raised against 
making Pine a one-way (westbound) street. 
Famous-Barr thought it might hurt patronage 
for its ambitious garage project at Sixth and 
Pine. Mark Twain Hotel said it would worsen 
an already serious lack of parking space at the 
curb. With all deference to such views, how- 
ever, making Pine one-way is an indispensable 
feature of a plan designed for the benefit of 
all St. Louis. 

The compromise involved in this plan, as in 
any traffic program, will require difficult re- 
adjustments here and there. The total effect 
will nevertheless be to compensate all down- 
town business. By speeding the flow of vehicles, 


* it will encourage more persons to patronize 


doyntown enterprise. It will fight-against the 
disastrous trend of outward migration, decline 
of downtown trade and property values and con- 
sequent decay. 

In the end, therefore, it will benefit business 
along Pine with the rest. So let us hope that the 
Aldermen will pass the bills, to take effect as 
soon as the control devices can be provided for 
reversible traffic on Lawton and Chestnut.

Impatient theorizers say we should have 
two sharply contrasting parties, one liberal, 
one conservative, instead of what they call 
the present “Tweedledum vs. Tweedledee” 
setup, I disagree. In that case the cleav- 
age between the parties would be so wide, 
fhe schism so deep, that our system would 
not function. Individual liberties would be 
threatened; smaller parties would tend to 
break off in the kind of fragmentation 
which paralyzed France and which made 
Germany vulnerable to a Hitler, 


The Division Among Democrats 


I fee] that within the next few years 
the Republican party will become the pro- 
gressive party of the nation. 


Now the war is over; the Southern Dem- 
ocrats are stronger than ever in Congress; 
the Democratic party in other parts of the 
country is weaker; and the President has 
been unable to bring his program through 
the conservative opposition of his party. 


We must debate, hammer out, and de- 
cide upon a Republican program to provide 
effective Government. 

The discussion within the Republican 
party should start right now; it should be 
clear, frank, and open, and it should in- 
clude not merely party leaders, but the 
entire rank and file, with especial emphasis 
on the younger men who have been away 
in the service. 

After two years of intensive study and 
public discussion, the Republican national 
convention of 1948 should be able to bring 
in a real platform, direct, honest and com- 
prehensible to every voter, 

Party ‘platforms are usually a mass of 
compromises and evasions. In my opinion, 
our platform should set a historic prece- 
dent in 1948 by frankly telling the party 


position. If there {s a close division, for ex- 
ample, the platform should state: “On this 
proposa] the party is divided, in the propor- 
tion of three in favor to two opposed.” 


Some Republicans think this would make 
the party look weak. I think the voters 
would say, “That is an honest platform.” 


Smoothing Out Depressions 


I believe in free enterprise. The flaw 
which has shaken the confidence of many 
in private enterprise has been the alterna- 
tion. between prosperity and depression, 
boom and bust. Some defeatists consider 
such swings inevitable, I disagree. If these 
swings cannot be prevented entirely, they 
caf be so moderated and smoothed out that 
their effects will be minor. 


Government can do this by a prepared 
and alert program, within fixed limits, de- 
termined in advance, for using such instru- 
ments as taxes, credits and public works 
to maintain the national stability. 


I believe we must, during prosperous 
times, maintain a relatively high level of 
general] taxation. At the same time, Con- 
gress should arm the executive with au- 
thority, when and if indexes of employment 
and production fell to certain points, to re- 
duce taxes accordingly. 


Another cushion against depression would 
be a big public works program, operating 
through private contractors. This must be 
prepared in advance, because the essence 
of this measure is prompt action. When 
slum clearance for private housing con- 
struction is added in, this becomes a 
mighty instrument for economic revival. 


For Strong Anti-Trust Action 


We must bear a heavy tax burden for 
many years to come. The weight falls most 
heavily on those who are trying to start 
a new business, Therefore, I think we must 
make generous tax concessions to new 
businesses during, say, their first five 
years. 

Competition is the very heart of a suc- 
cessful free enterprise system. Therefore, 
I feel that the Government must take more 
vigorous action against monopolies and 
cartels than has ever been taken in the 
past. In my opinion, it requiggs not only 
a much stronger Anti-Trust Division in the 
Department of Justice, but new legislation 
providing tax penalties on profits taken 
through monopoly practices. 

One great task before our country is the 
adoption of an over-all national labor peace 
act. A new national law should have as 
one of its primary objectives the safeguard- 
ing of the individual workman’s rights. It 
should insure his opportunity for full in- 
formation and democratic decisions within 
the union. The right to strike must re- 
main inviolate. 

My point is that effective Government 
requires prompt, affirmative action. It an- 
ticipates difficulties, and steps into the sit- 
uation before it becomes explosive. In this 
way a minimum of Government interven- 
tion can accomplish a satisfactory result.

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More About Dr. Seagrave, 
Burma War Medical Hero 


‘Burma Surgeon Returns,’ by Gordon S&S, Seagrave, 

M.D. (W. W. Norton & Go., New York.) 

Dr. Seagrave has added another chapter 
to the absorbing story of his medical mis- 
sion in the China-Burma-India war theater 
under “Vinegar Joe” Stilwell. Readers of 
his previous book, “Burma Surgeon,” will 
recall how Seagrave and his courageous 
little Burmese nurses performed almost un- 
believable medical feats in the battle of 
Burma and the retreat into India. 

The present book begins with the re 
organization of the Seagrave Unit in 
India. With a handful of nurses, make 
shift medical supplies and obsolete surgi- 
cal instruments, Seagrave and his party 
pushed through the jungle with Chinese, 
American and British troops, establishing 
front-line casualty stations. He recounts, 
in a manner almost casual, how 500-bed 
hospitals, complete with operating theaters, 
were constructed from bamboo shoots and 


discarded parachutes, 
* * . 


Although Seagrave’s operating room prace 
tices were perhaps not up to what he calls 
“Park Avenue,” he managed to reduce as- 
tonishingly the mortality rate of the ill-fed, 
poorly armed Chinese Army, 

Medical supplies and food, when they 
arrived, were dropped by parachute. Fre- 
quently they landed deep in the jungle or 
smashed through a hospital tent. Sea- 
grave’s difficulties ranged from combating 
Army red tape and brass-hat stubbornness 
to cajoling the pretty, plucky Burmese 
nurses, who were eager to get “home” to 
the beautiful Namkhan Valley. Seagrave 
himself, born in Burma of American mis- 
sionary parents, was as eager as the nurses 
to return to the valley, which he pictures 
as a Utopia. 

The native nurses, including a girl with 
a club foot, traveled on foot through leech- 
infested jungles in rain and slime, wear 
ing out pair after pair of GI shoes. They 
were on the move constantly, setting up 
hospitals which were no sooner completed 
than they had to be moved with the shift- 
ing of the front lines.

Seagrave appears never to lose his sense 
of humor, and writes engagingly of his 
nurses’ romances with Allied troops and 
the influence of Hollywood films on their 
dress and mannerisms. 

Humanitarian as well as physician and 
surgeon, his compelling motive now is to 
return to Burma and help his adopted peo- 
ple repair the damage wrought by the 
Japanese, This second book ends with Dr. 
Seagrave’s plans for a better future for the 
Burmese. Those who have become inter- 
ested in his work will hope that a third 
volume appears in due time.

Charter. No one would dream of 
asking Congress to debate and 
vote upon an important bill until 
there had been extensive commit- 
tee hearings, much discussion in 
executive session, in the cloak- 
rooms, in caucus, in private con- 
ferences among the leaders of 
Congress. 

But in the UNO, we have 
allowed great and dangerous is- 
sues, like the Iranian, to be raised 
with no, or virtually no, serious 
diplomatic preparation. 

There was a little hurried and 
quite superficia] talk about Iran 
at the Moscow Conference in De- 
cember. The real issues, which 
have to do with oil concessions 
and strategical control, were allud- 
ed to but were not negotiated. 
They were not even defined. Yet 
the Iranian question was thrust 
upon the Security Council in this 
raw condition. 


No Real Negotiations. 


There was no genuine negotia-

Report of British Parley.

report recommending that an in- 
ternational body be set up to 
regulate the conflict of British, 
American and Russian oil inter- 
ests in Iran.

HE experts who deal in food reserves around the world thought

next to nothing. They were, to put 
.R. suddenly offered to make avail- 


mble to France 500,000 tons of wheat and 100,000 tons of barley. 


One of the remarkable things 
about this offer was the way it 
was made. News of it came in a 
political speech in France by 
Maurice Thorez, head of the Com- 
munist party there. The French 
Foreign Office had never heard 
of it. 

Thorez knew what he was do- 
ing. Schooled in Moscow, he is a 
resourceful politician. He was 
telling the French that their 
friends in Russia were willing to 
make enormous sacrifices to help 
them. With the French elections 
coming up in May, you could not 
have better propaganda. 

An ironically humorous footnote 
to this piece of power politics did 
not get into the news. There ap- 
pears to have been considerable 
doubt that shipping would be 
available to move the wheat from 
Black Sea ports. The Communists 
believed they could make a cheap 
gesture. 

But strenuous efforts are now 
being directed from Washington 
to make sure that at least a part 
of that wheat is moved. For every 
ton of Russian wheat that goes 
to France, a ton of Canadian, 
United States or Australian wheat 
is available for the desperate 
famine areas in the Far East. 


Frank Bid for Votes. 


By permitting Thorez to make 
this gesture, which is a frank bid 
for Communist votes in France, 
the high command of the Polit- 
buro in Moscow has shown its 
hand more openly than at any 
time in the recent past. It is 
almost too crude. 

The contrast with the other na- 
tions that fought the war as allies 
is too sharp. England, the United 
States, Canada and Australia have 
been putting their surplus food 
into a common pool. Part of it 
gocs to UNRRA. It is distributed 
to needy peoples regardless of 
their politics. It goes to Italy, 
Yugoslavia, Poland, Greece. 

Two states in the Soviet Union, 
the Ukraine and White Russia, 
applied to UNRRA for $250,000,000 
worth of aid. Thus far, they have 
received more than 100,000 tons of 
foodstuffs, which included no 
grain. 

At the same time that he holds 
out the promise of Soviet wheat, 


Thorez denounces the “corrupt” 
and “decadent” capitalist democ- 
racies. He accuses them of hav- 
ing imperialist designs on France. 
The line of the Communists in 
France is very much like the line 
used by the Nazis to attack the 
Vrestern powers. 


Coming from Thorez, it is par- 
ticularly significant. He is a key 
figure in World Communism, just 
as the French Communist party 
is considered a key to power in 
Western Europe. It was scarcely 
an accident that the signal for a 
‘shift in the United States Com- 
‘munist party came from France. 


Sane Plan by Lehman. 


We in America have not done 
too well on this matter of helping 
relieve the world’s hunger. For 
too long, the Administration ig- 
nored what was apparent at least 
a year ago. This was true even 
though polls of public opinion in- 
dicated a readiness to make sac- 
rifices to help other peoples. 


But no responsible official in 
this country has ever suggested 
that we use our surplus food for 
political purposes. That would be 
contrary to a deep impulse in 
the American character, which is 
to help stricken peoples wherever 
they are without regard to race or 
creed. 


From UNRRA'’s retiring direc- 
tor, Herbert H. Lehman, comes a 
‘Sane proposal. In his final re- 
|port, he suggests a World Food 
Board that would deal with all 
resources in an emergency basis. 
It would replace the present Com- 
bined Food Board made up of rep- 
resentatives of England, Canada 
and the United States. 

If we are to compete with Rus- 
sia, then, as Raymond Swing 
pointed out in a recent broad- 
cast, it is better to compete with 
wheat than with bombs. We ‘have 
resources far beyorid those of the 
U.S.S.R. today. 

Five hundred American engineers 
and experts, with some machines 
from this country, could begin a 
transformation of the Middle East. 
They could immeasurably expand 
standards of living which today 
are appallingly low. This is com- 
petition for life, and not for death.

SGENES FROM OPERAS 
GIVEN BY ENSEMBLE 


Action Increasingly Dramatic 
—Atmosphere of Pathos in 
‘Traviata’ Excerpt.

Opera in sample packages was 
presented to the St. Louis public 
last night when the Metropolitan 
Opera Artists Ensemble appeared 
in Kiel Auditorium under the 
sponsorship of Entertainment En- 
terprises, The ensemble consisted 


of Jarmila Novotna, soprano; 
Herta Glaz, contralto; Raoul 
Jobin, tenor, and Martial Singher, 
baritone. 

Singly and in combination these 
artists enacted seven different 
scenes from as many standard 
operas, in costume and with a 
sufficient number of props to 
make the action possible. 

The general effect was that of 
a de luxe type of vaudeville. It 
was pleasant nevertheless and the 
individual scenes became  pro- 
gressively more expressive and 
dramatic as the evening wore on. 
Mme. Novotna and Mr. Singher 
were particularly successful in 
creating an atmosphere of delicate 
pathos in the excerpt from Act 2 
of “La Traviata.” In this scene 
the elder Germont persuades Vio- 
letta to give up his son. Mr. 
Singher’s conception of the role 
was dignified and sympathetic, 
and his beautifully controlled 
voice was employed in a way that 
made both the text and the music 
seem significant, 

Mme. Novotna, with a distin- 
guished, frail and glamorous 
beauty, further enhanced this im- 
pression by her singing, which 
was clear and supple and colored 
with an appropriate emotion. 

Other high lights of the eve- 
ning were Mr. Singher’s authorita- 
tive enunciation of the prologue 
from “Pagliacci,” the sprightly 
performance of the duet from the 
“Merry Wives of Windsor” by 
Mmes.

Initiative petitions for a bond 
proposal of about $20,000,000 for 
a northern riverfront airport and

SOVIET DEMOBILIZATION

MOSCOW, March 21 (AP) 
EVERAL million Red Army 
| S and air force men will be 
| demobilized between May 
and September by the first im- 
portant decree of the Presid- 
ium of the new Supreme Soviet. 

In an order issued last night 
the Presidium, on recom- 
mendation of the Defense Min- 
istry, directed that six classes 
should be restored to civilian 
status in time for the fall har- 
vest. Russia previously had, 
demobilized 23 age groups. 

The first demobilization, on 
June 23, 1945, reached the up- 
per 13 age classes. The second 
demobilization, ordered Sept. 
25, affected 10 more groups. 
The third order, in the opinion 
of American and British mili- 
tary observers, touches the big- 
gest single group affected to 
date, 

The new decree, however, 
does not affect commissioned 
officers or members of the So- 
viet Navy. The decree of Sept. 
25 did not affect officers either.

(The Central News Agency said 
today that some Russian troops 
have withdrawn from Changchun, 
the Manchurian capital, a United 
Press dispatch reported.) 

A Chinese Nationalist Army 
spokesman asserted today that 
Chinese Communist violations of 
the nation’s uneasy truce have 
occurred “in many areas,” and 
said that Communist “anti-Gov- 
ernment propaganda might well 
portend a military offensive.”

E have a friend—his name is Smith—who

OMETIMES ‘we think we are 
G pretty good at this game of 

cooking and can turn out just 
about perfect cake. But there are 
very few of the best of cakes that 
improve with age. Walnut torte is 
one of the exceptions. It is far 
better on the second day than the 
first, and if it lasts three days, it 
will be still better. It seems to 
absorb moisture from the air as it 
stands. Of course there is danger 
in keeping it three days when 
whipped cream has been spread 
between the layers and on top of 
the cake, But there are various 
ways of assembling these seem- 
ingly dry newly baked layers of 
torte to overcome this dryness. 
Instead of cutting up the dates to 
fold into the whipped cream, more 
dates may be used and they can 
be cooked with a little water to a 
smooth paste and a little lemon 
juice added. This paste serves as 
a cake filling and also to spread 
on the top. 


Then as the torte is siced, newly 
whipped cream can be spread over 
the top of the servings. Whatever 
is used as a filling and topping 
should be spread on the layers 
promptly once they are removed 
from the baking pans. The torte 
is rather coarse in texture, so 
when the bottom and sides of both 
layers are exposed to the air, they 
lose still more moisture, There- 
fore, it is wise to cool the torte 
in the pans, and not remove them 
until the filling is made and is 
ready to spread on each layer. 
Any unserved torte should be kept 
under a tight cover and placed in 
the refrigerator. Just because the 
torte calls for crumbs, one must 
not make the mistake of deciding 
that any kind of crumbs may be 
used. Any rancidity in either the 
crumbs or the nuts will show up 
after they are hidden within the 
heart of this dessert. Only the 
best of ingredients should be used. 
If the dates you have appear to 
be a little dry, then moisten them 
over steam until they are soft 
enough to be pliable. 

Walnut Torte 


One cup Zwiebaek crumbs (about 
15 pieces rolled fine), one and one- 
fourth cup walnuts, chopped fine, 
one teaspoon baking powder, four 
eggs, separated, one - half cup 
sugar, one cup whipping cream, 
one-fourth cup confectioners’ 
sugar, one-half teaspoon vanilla, 
one cifp (5 oz.) dates, chopped fine 
(not fresh), 

Mix Zwieback crumbs, nuts and 
baking powder. Beat egg whites 
until just in peaks, Add one-half 
of the sugar gradually and con- 
tinue beating until stiff and glossy. 
Set aside. Meanwhile beat yolks 
(with same beater) until thick, 
and remaining sugar gradually, 
beating constantly. Combine 
crumb and yolk mixture thorough- 
ly by cutting and folding in. Fold 
in egg white mixture, Turn into 
two &inch layer tins, greased and 
floured, Bake 15 minutes in 
moderate oven (350 degrees Fahren- 
heit). Cool thoroughly and remove 
from pans. Have the cream 
whipped until stiff with sugar and 
vanilla added and beaten just to 
blend. Fold in dates. Put two 
layers together with half the 
cream mixture. Top with re- 
maining cream. Let stand about 
15 minutes, Cut into pie shaped 
pieces. Eight to 10 servings.

His Singing 


Wows Nylon Set 


Tito Guizar, “Mexican Bing Crosby," Has Operatically Trained Voice

F there is a Spanish equivalent 
| o ‘huba huba,” Tito Guizar, 

“the Mexican Bing Crosby” who 
is in town this week, certainly 
arouses that admiring sentiment 
on the part of his feminine audi- 
ences. Tito, the Latin who cap- 
tured Manhattan and all points 
north and south of the border, is 
currently appearing at the Crystal 
Terrace of the Park Plaza, and 
whep he steps into the spotlight, 
strumming his guitar, and sings 
Mexican melodies or charmingly 
accented American ones, occa- 
sionally flashing his shy smile, 
the nylon set and Frank Sinatra's 
bobbie soxers become sisters 
under the shins. 

That smile and the friendly un- 
affected personalit that goes 
with it have conan, accounted 
for Tito’s success in the custo- 
mary “stage, screen and radio” as 
well as concert fields as much as 
his operatically trained voice. No 
temperamental gent, he tells the 
musicians at rehearsals that they 
are wonderful, a practice almost 
unheard of on the part of stars, 
thinks it’s perfectly all right if 
the audience chooses to talk while 
he sings( which they don’t), and 
says charitably that if a singer 
expects silence he should give 
concerts instead of singing in 
night clubs. 

“IT just want to be happy,” Tito 
says in expressing his basic phi- 
losophy, “and I like everybody else 
to be happy too.” 

Tito, whose full name is Fred- 
eric Arturo Guizar, is in contrast 
to the usual patent-leather haired 


little Latin; since he is six feet . 


tall, fair of skin, with light brown 
wavy hair. Of French and Italian 
ancestry, he was born in Guadala- 
jara, Mexico, and his grand- 
father, General Francisco Tolen- 
tino, was at one time president of 
Mexico. His career started out to 
be a medical one, but as he ex- 
Plains it, “When a man is born 
to sing he just has to sing and it 
is useless to try to do anything 
else.” Finally convincing his par- 
ents of this fatalistic fact, he per- 
suaded them to let him study 
voice in Italy. 

When he returned to Mexico he 
made his operatic debut, but opera 
was not too well developed there 
and his efforts were not very re- 
munerative, so for a time he sold 
hosiery from door to door so he 
could afford to continue his sing- 
ing career.

trick value. In the case of slams, 
however, and particularly grand 
slams, the duplicate player should 
not permit himself to get too “no- 
trump-minded.” It is very unlike- 
ly that most of the pairs will bid 
the grand slam at any denomina- 
tion; hence, if a player does de- 
cide to bid the limit, he should 
choose between no trump and suit 
bids only on the basis of relative 
safety. Today’s hand is a case in 
point.

West opened the queen of dia- 
monds, South winning with the 
ace. Three rounds of spades ex- 
hausted the adverse trumps, and.- 
South then proceeded with a 
carefully laid plan. The ace and 
king of clubs were first cashed, 
since the grand siam would be 
safe if the queen of clubs dropped. 
The queen failed to appear, how- 
ever, so the three hearts were 
cashed, on the last of which South 
discarded the jack of clubs. A 
club was now ruffed and declarer 
was rewarded when both oppo- 
nents followed suit. The last club 
in dummy furnished a discard for 
the losing diamond. 

North’s decision to bid the grand 
slam at spades thug proved a wise 
choice. Against correct defense-— 
East guarding diamonds, to let 
West keep his club stopper — a 
grand siam in no trump would 
have failed.
